In 
addition many of the stronger growing greenhouse varieties are well suited for 
outside planting in localities where rust is not a factor. Not only are they earlier 
flowering than most of the Summer class, but the colors are much more complete 
and uniform. For this purpose sowing should be done about three months before 
time for planting out and plants carried along in pots or plant bands.

This is the original strong growing class so largely used 
for summer flowering. We have for years found them 
profitable for outdoor cutting by sowing not later than 
February Ist, placing 3 or 4 seedlings in a 3 in. band or 
pot and after hardening them in an outdoor frame, 
planting them out. This is done in 3 ft. spaced rows, the 
pot plants spaced about 8 in.; but before doing so, 
syringe and fumigate very thoroly, being sure they are 
clean of aphis. 

Usually they should be sprayed for aphis every 2 
weeks until they flower. Failures are frequently due to 
not watching this point. With us they usually reach a 
height of 4—5 ft. and are supported with wire and string 
as indoors. Water should be applied when necessary. 
With us, such a start flowers freely the last two weeks of 
June.

There are two distinct types of Delphinium—the Hy- 
brids, and what we might refer to as the Belladonna 
type. The latter are not so strong in growth or long 
stemmed as the Hybrids, but flower more freely. De- 
cidedly the best Hybrids are the Giant Pacifics origi- 
nated by Vetterle and Reinelt of California. They are 
available in a fine line of colors from light to the dark- 
est blue, lavender, mauve and white. Nearly all come 
remarkably true to color considering their strong hybrid 
Also, they are quite resistant to mildew, tho 
late in the season our greenhouse plants will develop 
some, but much less than other types. The class known 
as Chinensis, usually grown as an annual, is not so 
vigorous as the above and rather short stemmed, but 
earlier flowering. Seed of all varieties sown in January 
can be transplanted in flats, grown cool and set out 
early to harden before planting in the open. 


Delphinium is one of the most valua- 


ble hardy perennials for outdoor cut- 
ting—also responds well to forcing. 
Outdoors they seem to be profitable 
from Canada to Florida, tho the finest 
flowers are produced where summer 
temperatures are moderate.
